Mary Queen of Scots Possessed a 
Weird Watch. 


The fragile watch of dainty pattern 
and design, which today is a favorite 
among women, is in striking contrast 
to some of the watches which were 
famous several centuries ago. Many 
of these were of enormous size and of 
the most ornate design, 

Mary Queen of Scots was the pos- 
sessor of a death’s-head watch, 
which was of silver gilt and most 
elaborately ornamented. The fore- 
head of the skull bore the symbols of 
death, the scythe and hourglass plac- 
ed between a palace and a cottage to 
show the impartiality of the grim des- 
troyer. At the back of the skull was 
Time destroying all things, and at the 
top of the head, scenes of the Garden 
of Eden and the crucifixion. 

The watch was opened by reversing 
the skull, placing the upper part of it 
in the hollow of the hand and lifting 
the jaw by the hinge, this part being 
enriched by engraved representations 
of the Holy Trinity, angels and shep- 
herds with their flocks, The works 
of the watch formed the brains of the 
skull and were within a.silver envel- 
ope which acted as a musically-toned 
bell ,while the dial plate was in the 
place of the palate.

It is very amusing to see a couple 


of foreigners, or even home folks

We don't seem to consider that it 
is up to the hands to help with the 
talk and do a little of the month's 
work occasionally; the mouth certain- 
ly does cnough work that belongs to 
the hands. 

From our earliest infancy to totter- 
ing old age we use the mouth as an 
amateur workshop, testing laboratory, 
earry-all, thread-cutter, pencil-sharp- 
ener, lubricator, wrench, vi weap- 
on of offense“and defense—and for 
unnumbered other duties in addition 
to its proper work, 

In fact the mouth is commonly 
used as a third hand, 

This means an enormous amount of 
wear and tear—upon the teeth, gums 
and jaws—that docs not come from 
chewing alone. 

Almost everything that is put into 
the mouth has infection of some kind 
uponrit. ¢ 

The very fact that we suffer so lit- 
tle from this overuse of the mouth 
shows that the saliva must be a germ 
killer to a very considerable extent 
but the saliva docs not always protect 
us from infection from these outside 
sources, \ 

Many very serious conditions arise 
from the “third hand’ use of the 
mouth. In addition to infection the 
unreasonable strain upon the teeth 
often breaks the enamel and occasion- 
ally breaks off whole teeth, fillings 
are loosened, decay is encouraged and 
the irritation to the lips, cheeks, guins 
and tongue favors cancer. 5

A characteristic story of the late 
Lord Fisher, and his capacity for get- 
ting his ideas carried out while at the 
Admiralty during the war, was told 
by Vice-Admiral Sir Frederick Tudor 
ata mecting of the Institution of 
Naval Architects. 

One day early in the struggle, 
when it was believed that the con- 
flict would not Jast very long, Admiral 
Tudor said Lord Fisher came into his 
room and told him he had just had a 
long conversation with the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, who had agreed 
to the building of light craft up to 
light cruisers to any extent. The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer had not 
said how big the light cruisers were 
to be, so Lord Fisher said, “We will 
build two whoppers with 15-in. guns, 
big enough to knock any German 
light cruiser off the sea.” This was 
the origin of the Furious, the Glorious 
and other ships of that class.

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Great Increase In Agriculture and 
Stock Raising. 


At Confederation in 1867 there were 
in Canada but 123 “bank branches, 
while in 1920 they hall increased to 
4,500. Canada’s mileage in railways 
increased from 2,288 when the prov- 
inces were united to 38,896 last year. 
The 3,797 grain elevators in the centre 
of the grain growing district were 
totally unknown at Confederation 
when there was not a single one in 
the country. Canada’s most pheno- 
menal growth was in her agriculture. 
From a country where it was consid- 
ered problematical whether it was 
possible to grow wheat Canada has 
consistently carried off the first hon- 
ors of the American continent for ten 
years. Cattle had increased from 
2,624,290 in 1871 to 9,477,380 in the 
past year, whilst the quality of the 
animals bred has remarkably improv- 
ed. The same is true of the horses, 
as exemplified in an Alberta rancher 
securing the first Clydesdale honors at 
the Chicago International Stock show 
last year.

Flying at aduttaga of 1 1,000 Feet When 
Plane Gives Way.

ed an airplane over a two mile} 
straight-away course at the rate of 135 
miles an hour, 

‘The machine in which Miss Brom- 
well was flying was equipped with a 
Curtis motor and was manufactured 
in Canada. It was of the so-called 
Canadian J.N. 4 type.
